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already affected, in his hands, with a trust, previously created by parol — that while 
' ' in such case the will could have no effect in creating the trust, it would be simply 
proof in writing of a trust already created and existing at the date of the will," 
is sustained by the citation of a single authority. Both of the cases referred to 
are directly in point. 

The references in the index are to sections, but one must turn to the beginning 
of the index to discover the fact. Again, the sections are numbered consecutively 
through both volumes — but the index references do not indicate the volume in 
which a particular section is to be found. In the interest of economy of time, and 
of the searcher's patience, it is to be hoped that the otherwise excellent work of 
these publishers will not continue to be marred by this defect, which appears to 
have been adopted as a rule of the house. 



The Law of Presumptive Evidence (Including Presumptions both of Law and of 
Fact, and the Burden of Proof both in Civil and Criminal Cases), Reduced to 
Rules. By John D. Lawson, Professor of Contract and International Law in the 
University of the State of Missouri. Second edition, revised and enlarged. St. 
Louis : Central Law Journal Company, 1809. 1 Volume. Pp. xcii, 710. 

This book is prepared on a somewhat novel plan, but one which ought to com- 
mend itself to the ready acceptance of the profession. In it the author has em- 
bodied the law of presumptive evidence in one hundred and twenty-two rules, each 
succinctly stated, and fortified by full citation of authority. Each rule is stated in 
boldface type, under which appear, in brevier, illustrations taken from the decided 
cases, and then follows, in ordinary type, such discussion as the rule seems to call 
for. This arrangement has the advantage of facilitating rapid search and conve- 
nient reference. Practitioners will find this volume a valuable addition to their 
libraries.
